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Bucks OKs Prison Farm Site 


M ission To Sweden: 


Manor 
Home 
Chosen 


The Bucks County Com- 
missioners have tentatively 
selected a site on county- 
owned property for the pro­ 
posed prison farm, they an­ 
nounced yesterday at a 
meeting of the c o u n t y 
prison board. 


Commission Chairman Edward 
B. Boyer, who is also chairman 
of the prison board, said the site, 
and a proposed alternate, were 
selected on the grounds of Ne- 
shammy Manor, the county’s 365- 
acre home for the indigent in 
Doylestown Township. 


North Of Home 


The best site, he said, is north 
of the home, near Neshammy 
Creek and near the grounds leased 
by the Bucks County Fish and 
Game Association. An alternate 
site was found southeast of the 
home. 
The new building must be ap­ 
proved by the Bucks County Plan­ 
ning Commission and by several 
departments of the state govern­ 
ment. 
The commissioners decided to 
build a prison farm, with mini­ 
mum security measures, instead 
of adding 30 cells to the county's 
77-year-old prison. They must en­ 
gage an architect for the project.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Premier Nikita Khrushchev pre­ 
dicted today that life in 1980 will be a utopia, with 
capitalism in decay and the Soviet Union dominant in 
a mostly Communist world. 
Khrushchev presented to the second day of the 2‘ind 
Soviet Communist congress in the Kremlin a party pro­ 
gram which outlined the basic guidelines for establish­ 
ment of a Communist society in the next 20 years. 


The plan is aimed at giving the 
Soviet Union the highest living 
standard in the world. Its suc-

Khrushchev told the more than 
5,000 Soviet and foreign Commu­ 
nist leaders that by IWO: 


—The Soviet Union will be the 
world's greatest industrial power. 


•—Russia's standard of living 
will be the highest in the world, 
with high wages, a 30-35 hour 
working week, longer paid vaca 
lions, free housing for all and ex 
panded medical care. 


“The “downfall of imperialism 
and the triumph of socialism on 
world scale are inevitable,’ 
Khrushchev said. American “cap 
italism," he said, already has 
passed its prime and is declin 
ing" and the United States is “the 
epicenter of capitalism's econom 
ic difficulties.” 


“ We shall in the main build a 
Communist society in two dec 
ades," he said. 


Khrushchev, who Tuesday an 
nounced Russia would explode a 
50 megaton nuclear bomb this 
month, returned to the rostrum 
on the second day of the 22nd 
Soviet Communist party congress 
today to present his 20-year plan 
aimed at giving Russia a “ peace 
f u r 
victory 
over 
the 
United 
States. 


The plan, already presented to 
the Soviet people last summer, 
maps (Hit the Soviet Union’s tran­ 
sition from a "socialist" to a pure 
communist" state, aiming at the 
world's highest standard of living 
in 20 years. 


The Soviet premier used the 
words "capitalist," "imperialist" 
and "colonialist" to describe West­ 
ern powers and concentrated the 
center of his criticism on the Unit­ 
ed States.

A Change Of Pace: 
400 Fast Miles On 
Stockholm Express

The Stockholm Express to Gothenburg, gate­ 
way to the West and Scandinavia’s celebrated ship­ 
ping and ship-building metropolis, was a switch and 
a welcome change of pace. 
Our Swedish friends may have been a bit re­ 
served, as is their nature, but this doesn t mean 
they were conservative with their warm hospitality 
and their insistence that members of Mission to 
Sweden have a memorable experience in their cap­ 
ital city. 
It must be noted, as a matter of course, that 
our some 60 South Jersey business, industrial and 
government people reciprocated in kind. I suspect 
that were it possible all other purposes of the Mis­ 
sion had failed, that of further fostering a climate 
of mutual understanding and goodwill could not 
have boon but most eminently .successful. 
This was not the least of the motives for span­ 
ning the Atlantic in the first place. 


As the train glided out of the cavernous station 
and settled down to the serious business of streak­ 
ing across 4(X) miles of Swedish countryside (streak­ 
ing is the word — five and a half hours portal to 
portal) I lost myself by a compartment window in 
a constantly shifting scenic panorama. 
At least this was the idea. 
As it was, I found myself confusing great for­ 
ests, flat farmlands, placid lakes and quaint villages 
with the “Old City” around which Stockholm grew 
with the centuries, with the myriad and beautifully 
kept waterways nearly as numerous as the boule­ 
vards, with the rich abundance of multi-colored 
flowers which the people love and nurture until the 
early snows and long winter nights, with the fine 
meshing of automobile, bicycle and motorbike traf­ 
fic, with Stockholm’s Mont Pa masses and its 
studios, art and artists. 
In reflection I also revisited the capital's su­ 
burbia growing not because of population explosion 
or fleeing city dwellers but mostly because of 
movement of country folk to urban centers since 
agrarian mechanization is reducing their opportun­ 
ity and usefulness on the farm.

Like most countries of Europe, Sweden is 
plagued by a severe housing shortage, a shortage 
which government, teaming up with private in­ 
dustry, is trying to relieve. 
Community development in American suburbia 
spreads out over thousands of acres of land. Subur­ 
bia in Sweden reaches toward the skies in terms 
of apartment houses anywhere from four to eleven 
stories high — many with ‘‘lift” services, many 
without. 
I spent a few hours in what might well l>o call­ 
ed a Swedish Levittown. This brand new suburban 
Stockholm community Is known as an A.B.C. Cen­ 
ter — a cluster of apartment buildings housing 
30,000 people with a modem shopping center not 
inferior to our best here and with every possible 
outdoor recreational advantage for children. Plans 
call for "homes” for an ultimate 100,000 population. 
Rental for a two-room unit averages 250 to 300 
kronors — $50 to $60 American. A four-room apart­ 
ment is the largest available in most of the "sky­ 
scrapers” and this nominally you can’t have unless 
you also have a family with three children which, 
in Sweden Is considered par for the course 
If you qualify and are lucky, you may rent 
one of these “spacious" suites for from $80 to $100 
American and take your chances with a long and 
grim winter of cabin fever. 


CHICAGO (UPI)—The chemical 
mixing plant of a sprawling cos­ 
metic* factory exploded today in 
a burst of flying glass followed 
by choking acid fumes.

Fumes from hydrochloric acid 
used in the preparation of perm a­ 
nent wave lotion and detergents 
spread through the area, 


Firemen had to put on gas 
ma.sk* as protection from t h e 
fumes 
At one point, they were 
forced to turn off their hoses for 
fear a chemical reaction with the 
fumes would touch off new ex­ 
plosions. Neighborhood residents 
wert forced from their homes. 


Two persons, including a He­ 
lene Curtis chemist, were report­ 
ed missing in the wreckage. How­ 
ever, company president Willard 
Gidwitz “ to allay the fears of rel­ 
atives" issued a statement saying

Traditional Swedish reserve conceivably could 
be a factor, but we suspect that the housing short­ 
age of the past decade or so is a major influence. 
Young folks simply don’t rush quickly into mar­ 
riage. Not that amour is less popular, desirable and 
inevitable. The fact is that once a couple is mar­ 
ried it may have to wait as long as five years for 
a place to live. 
'Hie waiting lists for homes and apartment! is 
endlessly long everywhere. The lists, the conditions 
of rental and rentals themselves are under full 
government control. 
We feel some sadness about this plight of the 
young people. Swedish girls are pretty, excellent­ 
ly dressed in continental taste. Swedish men 
re 
on the handsome side and well groomed. Love at 
times necessarily must be a splendorous and an 
endless thing. 
Presumably Dan Cupid’s fullest handiwork must 
be wrought with knowing insight, dogged persever­ 
ance and infinite patience. 


As the Express feathered its way with unbe­ 
lievable smoothness toward Gothenburg I was re­ 
membering too the perfectly appointed reception 
and buffet tendered our party by the Rex Line the 
night before at the fabulous Operakallaren, where 
exciting folk dances by Margareta Per&son’s talent­ 
ed troupe enthralled 200 guests right out of the 
Who’s Who of South Jersey and Stockholm.

Bucks Teen Girl Helps Police Catch Telephone Caller 


The 16-year-old teenager was 
apprehensive when she left her 
house 
in 
Plumstead Township, 
Bucks County, Saturday evenin ’. 
It wasn’t her first date. But, 
she didn't know quite what to ex­ 
pect when she met him 
She got into a car. A Doyles­ 
town State trooper got in with 
her and gave the girl last-minute 
instructions Then, he crawled in­ 


to the back seat of the vehicle and 
covered himself with a blanket. 
The vehicle mov-xl steadily to­ 
ward Doylestown Borough. The 
girl was quiet as she drove. The 
strain was evident. 
Waiting For lier 
At approximately 6 p m 
she 
drove into Doylestown and parked 
the car. The man was waiting for 
her on the street. He sauntered 
toward the auto and smiled 


The girl opened the door, got 
out of the car and stood beside 
him for a few seconds. He got a 
good look at the pretty, young 
teenager — probably the last look 
he’d get at a girl for a long time 
The state trooper sprung from 
his hidden berth, and brandishing 
a pistol, told Francis Brzosow dei. 
42. that he was under arrest. 
D o n ’t move,” he said, “ and 


keep your hands behind you.” 
Brzotowski of 7 East Swamp 
Hoad, Doylestown, was arrested 
after three weeks of futile efforts 
by five police departments. 
It was estimated that Brzoznw- 
ski had made over 400 calls in the 
three-week period. 
Many Complaints 
State Police had been swamped 
with complaints by irate house­ 
wives and teenage girls that an 


anonymous m a l e was making 
lewd phone calls to them. 
Many of the women said that 
the person would first ask for a 
date — then if he was refused, 
he’d converse in an obscene and 
lewd manner. 
Sometimes, police said, the call­ 
er would threaten the women with 
their lives. 
It was Saturday at 3 p.m. that 
the 16-year-old girl received a 


phone call from a man while 
baby-sitting et the home of friends 
in Plumstead Township. She knew 
what to do. She had received these 
calls before. 
The teenager phoned State Po­ 
lice immediately after she had set 
up an appointment with the man 
for 6 p.m. in Doylestown. 
Prior Arrest 
Brzozowski was charged with 
anonymous communications, cor­ 


rupting the morals of a minor 
and tending to corrupt the mor­ 
als of a minor. 
Police said that he has admit­ 
ted to being arrested for armed 
robbery in 1939 and indecent as­ 
sault in 1960. 
He was held in default of $2,500 
bail at Bucks County Prison and 
awaits a further hearing before 
Jaminson Justice of the Peace I. 
Elizabeth Jones.

The explosion was triggered in 
a long, one-and-a-half story build­ 
ing where the main chemical 
components for cosmetics w e r e 
manufactured. It sent a shrapnel­ 
like barrage of glass flying across 
the 
industrial 
thoroughfare 
of 
North Avenue into a Zenith Corp. 
plant where 3,500 employes were 
just starting work. 
From 35 to 40 persons w e r e 
struck by flying glass or fell vic­ 
tims to shock in the Zenith plant. 
Only 13 of the injured were in the 
chemical building where the blast 
occurred. 
One hospital. St. Anne’s, re­ 
ported ”50 to IOO” injured per­ 
sons, some in serious condition. 
Injured were taken to two other 
hospitals. Police said the roost 
conservative estimate of the in ! 
jured total was 75. 
There were no immediate re 
ports of death, but the injured 
were so numerous they had to be 
ferried 
to hospitals by 
ambo 
lances, police squadrons and pri­ 
vate cars. 
Too Busy To Count 
At St. Anne's Hospital, an at­ 
tendant blurted, “ We’re too busy 
to count them—the patients need 
us.”
